Applicant has argued that the lining of the opening taught by Tanahashi is not a barrier but rather a conductive layer. This 
argument is respectfully considered not persuasive because although the layer can be amorphous silicon or polvsiliconfcol. 
3, lines 19-24 and col. 13. lines 27-35), there is also a layer 37 on the layer 36 shown in Fig. 4L, which is a conductive barrier 
which comprises oxide of tantalum or of titaniumfcol. 12. lines 9-20), which satisfies the limitation of the barrier comprising 
titanium or tantalum. In addition it is hown that the two layers are removed from the surface in the process taught by Tanahashi 
in Fig. 4M, the layer is removed from the surface around the central contact. It is known in the art that the conductive oxides 
taught by Tanahashi are conductive barrier layers. In addition, amorphous silicon can also act as a barrier. Therefore. 
Tanahashi does teach a barrier lining in the openings. .
